The Braddock wire works and 
the large plants of the Consolidated Steel 
Wire company followed the ruling of the 
wire nail trust and yesterday shut down. 
Both the Braddxk wire mills are now 
shut; down, also the Beaver Falls mill. 
The suspension of work at the mills which 
closed yesterday effects SOO men who will 
be idle until August.

WII.KESBARUE, June . 29—The excite- 


ment at the twin shaft, Pittston, where 
nearly 100 miners are entombed, is in- 
tense. The scene at the mouth of the pit 
is most pitiable. Many of the wives and 
children of the buried men have not left 
the shaft since the terrible accident. 
They stand near the opening urging the 
rescuers to greater efforts. The situation 
today is almost the same as yesterday. 
Practically nothing 
has been accom- 


plished toward the recovery of the men. 
There is scarcely an old miner about the 
opening of the mine who does not believe 
that the men are all dead. 


The rescuing party which went into the 


mine at 1 o'clock came out this morning 
and reported the work to be neceasarilly 
slow owing to the danger of falling rocks, 
Any suggestions advanced as to the prob- 
able time when the men may be reached 
are mere guess-work. If the slope is not 
choked with debris the men might be 
reached within twenty-four hours; other- 
wise it may be two or three days. The 
rescue work is extremly perilous. 


The mine authorities say everything 


possible it being done to reach the men. 
The company will probably be ruined by 
the accident. The damage to the mine 
is estimated at $25,000 and expense getting 
out the bodies will be from $10,000 to 
J20,000. Besides this the company will be 


I compelled to bury a great number of the 


victims. 


The company is receiving some censure 


for sending men into the mine when it 
was known to be dangerous. But in ans- 
wer to this it is claimed the same thing 
is done every day in the coal regions. 
There was a valuable lot of coal in the 
mine and the company either had to send 
men in to prop the roof or close the mine.

This is based on the 
belief that if the mills do slow-up'that the 
purpose of the slowing will be attained 
before the two months have passed, that 
is, that the market will have improved to 
the point desired.

WANTS HIS MONEY AXD LETTERS. 


The Culmination of the Unfortunate Diffi- 


culty That Nearly Wrecksd the Little 
Church. A Conscience Void of Offense 


was Mr. Hardlng's Endsavor. 


It will bo remembered that last Feb- 


ruary a council of the churches of the 
Berkshire Baptist association was called 
at Cheshire for the purpose of settling if 
possible the unpleasant and unfortunate 
difficulty in which th? Cheshire Baptist 
church and its pastor, Rev. E. N. Harding, 
found themselves. Tho council after con- 
siderable deliberation recommended that 
the relations of Mr. Harding as pastor of 
the church terminate August I, that past 
differences be overlooked and dropped 
and thai the church members devote 
themselves to the saving of souls. Just 
how far the council's recommend ..ions 
have been followed by "the members of 
the church is a matter of dispute even in 
the church itself, but the _pastor Sunday 
showed himself disposed to yield to them 
provided some things he wants ars granted. 
In his letter of resignation read Sunday 
and which follows it is noted he is willing 
to resign provided he gets his salary 
and that letters of dismissal, setting him 
and his family forth as members of the 
Baptist church in good standing are given 
him. Mr. Harding's letter is as follows: 


CHESHIRE, MASS, JUITE 28, 1896. 


To the First Baptist Church of Cheshire. 


DEAR BRETHREN:—Daring my three 


years and four months pastorate, I have 
endeavored to walk among you .with a 
conscience void of offense. 
To preach 


the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, and to establish yon in,—"The 
faith once delivered to the saints." We 
have all seen the soul-saving power of I 
God in our midst. Sixty-nine have been 
added to the church during my ministry, 
fifty-nine of these by baptism. 


Dissension as you all know gradually 
crept into the church. 
When a few 


months ago open disruption 
seemed 


inevitable, the church called a council 
from the Berkshire Baptist association 
which council all concerned acknowl- 
edged by a unanimous vote to be a mutual 
council. 
The following are the closing 


recommendations of said council: "That 
the present pastoral relations terminate 
on the first day of August 1896 and that 
as a visible evidence of the mutual desire 
for reconciliation, past differences 
be 


dropped and one and all devote them- 
selves to the support of the church and its 
work in the saving of souls." It is with 
sadness of heart and deep regret to me 
that so many have refused to follow the 
council's recommendations for harmony 
and peace. 
I deem it mv duty now as 


I have in the past to "abide by the 
councils advice as far as consistent 
with my surroundings. I therefore here- 
by tender my resignation as pastor of this 
church to take efl'eet August 1, 1S96. 


Provided, That all monies due me by 


this church at that elate be paid me in 
full and that regular letter? of dismission 
are granted me and my family to unite 
with any church of like faith and order.

and the turn in the road over Furnace hill 
it was conside-ed inadvisable to do any- 
thing with that section. 


Also it was deemed unwise to lay (i;e 


desired road along the strclcii on the top 
of the hill beyond the iittle tunnel, :;s it Is 
expected considerable trouble wc::id be 
experienced by the necessary repairing of 
pipes with which the ground is crowded. 
The state holds entire control over the 
road which it puts in and is decidedly 
against the road being molested after it 
has been once laid. The commissioner 
left for Boston without making any posi- 
tive statement as to what would be done, 
but the board of public works expects to 
learn the result of.'his visit in a tew days, it 
is very probable that the state road \vhich 
was made last year will be continued as 
far as Brown street and no further. 


Thedelayed repairing of the walk on 


the south side of Main street between 
Flagg's stable and the Davenport block 
will receive immediate attention, as the 
presence of the new curbing would sug- 
gest. The putting in of the surface sewen 
with its side lines, will prevent anything 
being done with Main ssrect this summer 
ill the line of permanent road making.

In my view of it, the regular business 
f women is to care foi' a family; the reg-

.fleet both the shop and the borne b u, 
bing thsit belongs to men and women 
alike. 


This whole objection reals oil an over- 


estimate of the time required for the po- 
itical duties of the average citizen. Just 
what would a woman have to do, ifsha 
attended to her oolitical duties faithfully? 
She would need to read the newspapen 
and to talk over with her husband and 
friends the subjects that she found dis- 
cussed there. Three or four times a, year 
she might need to attend a political ineet- 


und onctj or twice a year she would 


need to cast a vote. There are i'ow women 
who could not afford time to do as much 
as this without detriment to their homes. 


Mrs. Liverniore says she once asked her

the Boys and Girls. A School 


Day Game and Its Signifi- 


cant Name of Dixies' 


Land. 


I have been thinking ever since Judge 


Danforth closed his very interesting remi- 
niscence of Buxton, that I would take up 
the subject where he left off. My first 
remembrance of Buxton was the year 
Keyes Danforth and Marshall Sanders 
graduated from Williams college. I well 
remember the two slim youths who were 
pointed out to me as students who wire 
going to graduate, and one was going to 
be a lawyer and ths other a missionary. 
I eazed after the one that was going to be 
a missionary with childish awe, and felt 
so sorry to think he was destined to be 
roasted and eaten without salt by canni- 
bals, as I had been always told that the 
heathens used no salt at their feasts. 


The old red school house stood beside 


a pretty brook in which we waded and 
fished and made fish ponds nod sailed our 
toy boats in summer. In the winter it 
made a fine sliding place. Across the 
stream was a hillside covered with a 
grove of hemlock and other trees beloved 
by the children as a cool resort in summer 
where we could eat our dinners and play. 
We used to gather branches of the hem- 
lock and huge ferns and trim the school- 
room when we expected the visiting com- 
mittee or imagined the teacher was go- 
ing to have a beau. 


The large playground we used in winter 


for "Fox and Cieese" and other winter 
sports. 
In summer when we elected to 


garden, we bad it laid out in gardens and 
we would vie with each other to see which 
should have the finest garden. 
And we 


used to play old witch, and ".Pomp, 
pomp, pull »way," a romping, noisy game. 
Another favorite game was "Dixie's 
Land," the play was like this. 
One child 


would take ita stand on one side of the 
road and the whole school would stand in 
line on the other side and at a given signal 
the scholars would chant at the top of 
their voices, "I'm on Dixie's Laud, Dixie 
ain't at home, Dixie got a sore toe and he 
can't run," and we would race across the 
road until "Dixie" caught one of us and 
then that one was "Dixie." 


Little did we dream in our innocent 


sport how soou "Dixies Land" would 
make mourning all through our country 
and that some In that laughing shouting 
mass were destined to lie down their lives 
in Dixies Land in defence of the stars and 
stripes. I never heard Dixies Land in 
after years without ray mind going back 
to dear old Buxton and our favorite play. 


On tbe north side of the school house 


across the road was Anthony Sanders or- 
chard that in summer gave us ample op- 
portunity to eat green apples. Mr. San. 
ders gave Buxton scholars one tree BS 
their very own If they would not disturb 
his other trees; and many a dose of castor 
oil and peppermint did Buxton mothers 
turn down the rebellious throats of their 
offspring on acconnt of that same tree. 


Miss Lucy Sanders was my first teacher. 


I well remember her sweet smiling face 
as she welcomed my sister and myself and 
assigned us seats on the wooden benches 
with desk-like boards behind them that 
ran around three sides of the room. Two 
eeats for recitation, ranged each side of 
the huge box stove with a desk, and 
blackboard, and a chair for the teacher's 
use, was all the furnishing the room had. 
When we used the blackboard we bad 
turkey wings to hrush it with.

Mrs. Li&comb Sampson lived in the red 
house next tbe school house. Mr. Samp- j 
sou used to tell us wonderful stories of 
his youth in which witches and ghosts 
and haunted houses and all kinds of things 
ot,"Ye Olden Times" were pictured to 
tbu awe and delight of our childish 
hearts. 


Mr?. Sampson was a lovely rosy checked 


lidy who knew the name of every plant 
and flower that grew in such abundance 
aiuund Buxtou and knew the medical 
properties of all roots and herbs. 
We 


used to coax her to go out with our 
flower parties wheu we were on a bota- 
nizing expedition and ehe would teach us 
the names of all the plants. 
There were 


four children of the Sampson family in 
the school. The eldest, Mrs. 11. G. Wai- 
den lives in this city; the second, i;rs. 
Lydia Mallory also lives here; the other 
gir), Mrs. Almedia Cain lives on our old 
play ground at Buxtou.

termination deserves sympathetic consid 
pration. It proposes to establish in the 
Somaliland protectorate an extensive p:\a 
serve where this valuable animal would 
be safeguarded from ambitious sportsmen 
There is no question that this is perfectly 
feasible. 
A preserve on kindred lines, but 


on a very small scale, already exists in 
Cape Colony, while in India, Ceylon and 
even Slam state; protection is afforded tr 
the Asiatic e!epli!int. Formerly there wn- 
no protection whatever in these countries 
with the result that amostvalu^jle mef.'.i* 
of transport eame within measurable di« 
tauce of extinction. 


That tha African elephant can bo easily 


domesticated and trained ns» a beast of 
burden is no longer open to controversv 
The specimen now at the zoo may be 
daily seen carrying women and children nr 
and down tho broad walk. Xor can It be 
disputed for a moment that an animal ca- 
pable of carrying enormous burdens, ol 
swimming great rivers in flood nnd of as- 
cending precipitous and rugaed hills with 
wonderful sureness of foot would if train- 
ed be of the greatest possible value in South 
Africa.

TUe True ami Frightful Story. 


Just after Gill was brought np word 


came front the pit that more men were 
ready to be hoisted, but ouly momen- 
tarily did hope live, for but three came 
to the surface, and they told the true 
and frightful story. 
The men in the 


mine were there for the sole purpose of 
pillaring aud propping; np the sixth 
vein, whii h had 
Vjften discovered to be 


in a dangerous condition some days 
ago. so th:it the regular force of miners 
could go to work in safety this morn- 
ing. 
They were working about 3,000 


feet from the shaft. 


Exrltemcnt and Disturbance. 


' The repairing force had been placed 
at a point beyond that of the night 
hands anil the terrible news brought 
to the surface by the three men, who 
will likely be the only ones to tell tho 
tale, was that all of these 137 or more 
men had been 
caught and 
either 


crushed t > immediate death or impris- 
oned to p^risu in a most horrifying 
manner. 
Responsive to 
this dis- 


couraging news the excitement and 
disturbance became more demonstra- 
tive. It -vas found, to the consterna- 
tion of t'ue few men present on the 
Btirface, that all the mine foremen, 
superintendents and bosses who had 
gone to supervise the work were also 
among tVe imprisoned. 
This gave the 


work of relief nos3rsteiriatic head, and 
yet nobly, unhesitatingly, the res- 
cuers, providing themselves with safety 
lamps, hurried into the carriage and 
were lowered a thousand feet or more 
cu their -nissioi} of relief. 


i:(l'orta at Rescue. 


After 
,i half hour of suspense they 


returned with expressions of discour- 
agement and the story that the cave-in 
liad become more extensive, and that 
the search party faced inevitable dan- 
ger, and that r.o news had been secured 
of the unfortunate men. With no de- 
lay, 
however, they again went down 


to the foot of the shaft with other men 
c-.:u again made heroic efforts to get 
what information they could, but again 
baffled and discouraged they repeated 
their dreadful story of defeated effort. 
For a third time with renewed vigor 
and still more men, they went beneath 
the surface into the pit and tried by 
the counter-gangway to reach by a 
circuitous 
route 
the 
unfortunate 


prisoners. After a journey of nearly a 
thousand feet they met obstructions 
innumerable, the force of the concus- 
sion having created disastrous havoc, 
brattice work, -pillars, air conduits, 
doors, cars and top roclc having- been 
piled promiscuously so as to interfere 
with all efforts that could be made by 
any human being. The i to add to the 
trouble a congregation of gas had oc- 
curred t>o as to endanger any and all 
efforts to reach anywhere near the im- 
prisoned miners. 
Not 
subdued by 


these obstacles they again ineffectively 
tried their last resource to relieve and 
recover the men. 


An Encouraging Report. 


1 Gen. manager John B. Law, who has 
been for several days on a bed of sick- 
ness made his appearance at the shaft 
and untiringly worked to his best abili- 
ty to give instructions to those outside 
and succor to those inside. Special 
messengers hurried forth calling to the 
shaft or mine all of the company's 
workman, as 
it was 
indisputably 


learned that the mine was still caving, 
u.-ereuv enc'aug-orintf and making it 
practically impossible to eontmtie the 
Jabor without propping np the way as 
the res'niers went in. Carriage after 
carriage of props ware sent to the bot- 
tom and much progress was made in 
this work, aud soon the imminent dan- 
ger was prevented and at least lifty 
muii w«;re pushing their way to the 
foot of No. 3 plane, the scene of the 
extensive cave-in. To the brief encour- 
Iigement of those who feared the ex- 
plosion had ended the life of every- 
thing i:i the mine, "word was sent up 
that the mules at work were -running 


about with the liberty they enjoyeff. 
The fact of these mules living, vm- 
scratched, together -with the observ- 
ances, right&'lly left the impression 
that the explosive sounds heard were 
due to no gas explo on. 


Shattered Hopes. 


The supposition that a gas explosion 


had occurred was later repeated em- 
phatically by General Manager Law, 
which shattered the hopes raised by 
tho story of the' unharmed mules.

yond hope. 
To the encouragement of 


all, the fan house lias suffered no in- 
jury. So far as travel is possible, the 
air currents are perfect.

Number of Men Imprisoned. 


At this conference reports 
were 


made by experienced foremen who had 
niado these rescuing trips and the 
work done was most fully endorsed 
and commended, and in their opinion 
nothing more skillful could have been 
accomplished. At this conference the 
fear was expressed that possibly the 
Susquehanna river nearby the cave was 
running into the mine. This, however, 
was entirely supposition as nothing in- 
side justified the opinion, but the fear 
was expressed.

locality is under the cave and its work 
is entirely prevented. At the meeting 
the possible number imprisoned was 
mentioned, but this question is wholly a 
problem as the entire force of bosses 
and company Tien, in fact all from 
whom this information could be do- 
rived are in the dark bosom of the pit 
below. For this rerson the subject of 
the missing ones is entirely conjectural. 


Similar to tuo Avondale Disaster. 


The accident is similar to that of 


the Avondalo disaster, which occurred 
on Sept. 11. 1869, when 108 miners and 
laborers lost their lives. The rescuing 
party have cleared nearly 900 feet of 
debris away and are propping aa they 
gu along. The report sent out that 
ths body of Superintendent Langen 
had been found is not true.

in that capacity.

His speech is an excellent 
one and indicates in a brief way the 
lines upon which the campaign will 
doubtless be con-ducted by the republi- 
can managers. 
Mr. McKinley is very 


fond of Senator Thurston and said a 
day or two ago that his selection for 
chairman of tho committee was the 
best that could have been made, with 
tho possible exception of ex-Governor 
ForaUer. 


Gov. McKlnley's Speech. 


Gov. 
MeKinley:s speech in reply to 


Senator Thurston will be scanned with 
interest. It will not be long, and he 
will not at this time attempt to dis- 
cuss in a significant or elaborate way 
the dominant issues of the campaign. 
Nothing in the way of an exhaustive 
formal utterance may be expected un- 
til he publishes his letter of acceptance, 
which will be in a month or six weeks. 
That is the usual time which a candi- 
date allows to elapse between the date 
of his official notification and the pub- 
lication of his official acceptance of the 
nomination. Major McKinley is not 
disposed to depart from custom in the 
matter. He knows .there is an abun- 
dance of time before the election in 
November next for the discussion of 
all political questions of moment, and 
he does not wish the campaign to com- 
mence too soon and too vigorously. 
The publication of the letter of accept- 
ance really opens the campaign, and 
for that reason all of the candidates 
will be disposed to defer the writing of 
their letters for a few weeks. In the 
meanwhile the national committee 
will organize and be ready to go for- 
ward with the campaign work in an 
active, comprehensive way when the 
letter of acceptance shall have been 
launched. Before 
Major McKinley 


gives his letter of acceptance to the 
public he will probably make a short 
visit to the seaside. 


The Candidate In Great Demand,

that he will not leave Ohio this sum- 
mer. When the campaign is well under 
way and a host of minor candidates are 
in the field each one hoping or expect- 
ing to carry his district or his state the 
demands upon Major MeKinley for 
speech making will be urgent and fre- 
quent. 
Several republicans of influ- 


ence and high standing have talked 
with Major MeKinley upon this point 
and some of them have endeavored to 
secure from him a promise to make 
speeches in their states. Major McKin- 
ley has not committed himself nor has 
he said he would not yield to their de- 
mands upon his strength and time. He 
prefers to remain in Canton during the 
campaign, and at present his close 
political friends incline to the belief 
that this will be the wiser course to 
pursue. If Major McKinley makes a 
speaking tour it is safe to say among 
the states upon his itinerancy will be 
Indiana, Illinois,, Michigan, Missouri 
Kansas and Nebraska.

OUR MINERAL PRODUCT. 


Increase for 1893 or More Tliau $80,000,- 


OOO Over 1894. 


Washington, 
.fune 
29.—According 


to official statistics just issued by tho 
director of the geological survey the 
total value of mineral products of the 
United States for 1893 increased over 
eighty million dollars 
beyond 
the 


value for 1894; or from $!i27,3GS;594 to 
8011,795,230. 
Thi« increase is consid- 


ered a long step towards recovery from 
the depression to which the mineral 
industry, like all others, has been sub- 
jected. The total value is slightly 
less than the greatest recorded, which 
was over 648,000,000 in 1892. In terms 
of quantities produced, instead of 
value received, 1895 is greatest, prices 
being lower. The director declares 
that if the record of the total values 
recorded since 1SSO be considered the 
increase from 8350,319,000 to $611,793,- 
500 is significant and gives a fair ap- 
proximation to what our normal min- 
eral product should have been half 
way between these dates, or in 1SS8. 
The great products of 1893 and 1S9S 
show the ease with which the mines 
can respond to any unusual demand; 
also that the capacity is greater thau 
the ability to market the product.
